Santorum Basks in New Support 


Upbeat candidate 
tries to parlay surge 
into lasting energy 

Boise, Idaho 

The latest Republican to surge in 
polls, Rick Santorum is trying to 
turn his newfound strength into 
something lasting. 

Curious Republicans now pack 
his rallies. Supporters have Tun- 
neled nearly $4 million to his for- 
merly empty campaign account 
over the past seven days. And 
his staff is plotting an aggressive 
strategy to challenge Mitt Rom- 
ney in Romney’s native Michigan 
and beyond. 

But things don’t look so strong 
just beneath the surface. 

Santorum is underfunded and 
outmanned. He’s still lacking in 
organization a month and a half into 
the primary season. And, after he 
won three contests in a single day 
last week, his opponents — on the 
right and the left — have begun their 
own efforts to tear him down. 

An upbeat Santorum declared 
“We’re building” in Tacoma, Wash.,

‘White Arrogance’ 

The 1913 Arizona law actually began as a territorial act in 1889, more 
than two decades before Arizona became a state, on Feb. 14, 1912., The Associ- 
ated Press found. Before railroads, Spanish was the preferred language in Ari- 
zona. The currency was the Mexican peso. And marriages between white men 
and Hispanic women were common and accepted, state historian Marshall 
Trimble said. “Everyone was treated much more equally out here before it was 
easy to get here and people started bringing their prejudices with them," he ex- 
plained. “It was white arrogance." (ap) 


Ariz. candidate can’t 
run for city council 
because of measure 

Phoenix 

The case of a woman barred from 
running for city council in an Ari- 
zona border town because she isn’t 
fluent in English has raised ques- 
tions about the 120-year-old law 
used to kick her off the ballot. 

While records don’t show the 
exact intent of the old law, state his- 
torian Marshall Trimble said that 
new white settlers who came to Ari- 
zona in droves starting in 1890 with 
the expansion of railroads “were try- 
ing to eradicate Spanish.” 

The Arizona Supreme Court 
last week upheld a county judge’s 
ruling that removed Alejandrina 
Cabrera from a March ballot for 
city council in San Luis, a small 
city just across the Mexican border 
in southwestern Arizona. 


Cabrera insists her English is 
good enough for the community’s 
mostly Spanish-speaking constit- 
uents. Her attorney John Minore 
says the effort to stop her is polit- 
ically motivated because she tried 
twice to recall the mayor. 

If left unchallenged, Minore 
warned, the law “will become a 
political tool ... a litmus or intel- 
ligence test” that could be “used 
and abused to the detriment of 
voters.” 

In seeking her removal, San 
Luis Mayor Juan Carlos Escamil- 


la and other city officials cited a 
1913 Arizona law that says anyone 
“who is unable to speak, write and 
read the English language is not 
eligible” to hold any kind of pub- 
lic office in the state. 

Although 23 states, including 
Arizona, have laws that declare 
English to be their official lan- 
guage, Arizona is the only one that 
requires office-holders to speak the 
language, said Jon Griffin, a policy 
associate at the National Confer- 
ence of State Legislatures in Wash-

Israeli officials claim

Bangkok 

Israel accused Iran of waging a 
covert campaign of state terror 
that stretched this week from the 
Middle East to Asia after a bungled 
series of explosions led to the cap- 
ture of two Iranians in Bangkok. 

Authorities in Israel ratcheted 
up security at home and abroad fol- 
lowing Tuesday’s explosions in the 
Thai capital, escalating a confron- 
tation over Iran’s nuclear program 
and raising fears of war. 

On Monday, an Israeli diplo- 
mat’s wife and driver were wound- 
ed in New Delhi when a bomb 
stuck to their minivan exploded, 
and another device was defused 
on an Israeli Embassy car in Tbili- 
si, Georgia. Israel blamed Iran for 
those attacks as well. 

Israel has threatened military 
strikes on Iranian nuclear facili- 
ties, and Iran has blamed the Jew- 
ish state for the recent killings of 
Iranian atomic scientists. 


Iran denied responsibility for 
the attacks in India and Georgia, 
which appeared to mirror the kill- 
ings of the Iranian scientists. 

The blasts in Bangkok wound- 
ed four civilians and blew off the 
leg of an Iranian who had fled a 


house after an explosion there. 
Officials searched the home and 
defused two explosives that could 
be attached to vehicles. 

The wounded Iranian was in 
police custody at a Bangkok hospi- 
tal.

Russian Radio Slammed 



Facing Dissent

Kremlin-run group

Moscow 

Russia’s most independent and lib- 
eral radio station has been firm- 
ly reminded of who’s boss here, 
winding up on the losing end of a 
boardroom fight. 

Ekho Moskvy, or Echo of Mos- 
cow, has been a fixture in Russia 
since just before the collapse of the 
Soviet Union, a relentless critic of 
Prime Minister Vladimir Putin 
and, many believe, a safety valve in 
a country where such free expres- 
sion is typically suppressed. 

But with a presidential cam- 
paign under way and regular 
protests in the streets, even Ekho 
Moskvy’s relatively small voice 
might have become too loud for 
the Kremlin’s liking. 

Though it has been under the 
control of the state-owned compa- 
ny Gazprom since 2000, the station 


has until now maintained an ornery 
independence under its editor-in- 
chief, Alexei Venediktovs. 

But the station said Tuesday that 
Gazprom ordered a shake-up of its 
board, removing two independent 
directors. Venediktov and another 
employee resigned from their seats 
in protest, though they are keeping 
their jobs at the station. 

Billionaire Mikhail Prokhorov, 
the New Jersey Nets owner who is 
challenging Putin in the March 4 
election, offered Tuesday to help 
the journalists at the station buy 
out Gazprom’s 66 percent share. 
But Gazprom, controlled by Putin’s 


inner circle, has always said it 
wasn’t interested in selling. 

Venediktov tweeted he was 
positive the move was political 
but that Putin did not order the 
shake-up. 

Putin spokesman Dmitry Pesk- 
ov denied Tuesday that the reshuf- 
fling of the board was linked to the 
station’s treatment of his boss. 

“He has had no complaints 
about objective criticism,” Pesk- 
ov told Interfax. But he said Putin 
resents criticism that is “uncon- 
structive and biased,” which was 
“becoming dominant” there.

A Warm Welcome for Xi 

China’s presumed future leader basks in the glow of his first formal US. visit 


Washington 

The man destined to be China’s next 
leader won an extraordinary wel- 
come across Washington on Tuesday, 
a finely scripted opening to one of 
the world’s most important relation- 
ships. Trading kind words of coop- 
eration, President Obama and Chi- 
nese Vice President Xi Jinping also 
spoke directly about human rights 
and worsening foreign crises. 

Everything about the day 
reflected just how much China and 
the U.S. need each other, no matter 
what their differences, given their 
economic and military might and 
global influence. Xi got a lengthy 
audience with Obama, an elaborate 
reception at the State Department, 
full military honors at the Penta- 
gon, a gathering with chief busi- 
ness executives and a dinner at Vice 
President Joe Biden’s house. 

At the center of it was a presi- 
dent seeking four more years and 
the man expected to lead China 
for the next decade. Xi (whose full 
name is pronounced shee jeen-ping) 
is expected to succeed Hu Jintao as 
China’s president in 2013. 

“I’m sure the American people 
welcome you,” Obama said. 

All the symbolism and protocol 
were intended to pay dividends in 
the coming decade and to recipro- 
cate for Biden’s warm stay in China 
last year. 

There were no obvious break- 
throughs — Xi is not empowered 
yet anjrway — but the stature he is 
set to assume was enough to draw 
rare attention.

Never before, for example, has 
the Pentagon heralded a visiting 
vice president the way Xi was.

The relationship between the 
nations is complex. It is strength-

An Unspoken Past 

An official biography issued by Xinhua News Agency 
makes no mention of Vice President Xi Jinping’s illustrious 
father, who commanded communist guerrillas in China, 
rose to the rank of deputy prime minister after the 1949 
revolution, was ousted by Mao Zedong in 1962 and, after 16 
years in disgrace, pioneered some of China’s boldest eco- 
nomic reforms. ThatXi Zhongxu, who died in 2002 at 88, 
was once one of Mao’s trusted lieutenants and also one of 
his early victims is not a secret — nor is the family’s suffering. Xi mentioned the 
trauma in a private August meeting in Beijing with Vice President Joe Biden.

Montgomery County legislators are 
resisting efforts by County Executive 
Isiah Leggett, a Democrat, to delay 
construction of a second entrance for 
the Bethesda Metrorail station.

They point out that the 
necessary federal funding to build 
the Purple Line is not guaranteed. 
State officials hope the federal gov- 


ernment will agree to pay for half 
the estimated $1.93 billion to con- 
struct the Purple Line. 

But Council President Roger 
Berliner, D-Potomac-Bethesda, said 
Monday that the county still needs 
to “double down” in order to per- 
suade the federal government to 
provide the project funding. 

Meanwhile, the state has raised 
its cost estimates for the project 
— to $80.5 million from $60 mil- 
lion. To make up for the increase, 
the committee also wants to 
inject $48 million in construc- 
tion funding in fiscal year 2017 
and 2018, followed by anoth- 
er $3 million in future years.

Experts Cite Love’s Bruised Brain 


Medical examiners 
explain injury details 
in Huguely trial 

Charlottesville, Va. 

Prosecutors in the George Hugue- 
ly V murder case continued Tues- 
day to provide a detailed, technical 
review of Yeardley Love’s injuries at 
the time of her death in May 2010 
by calling two medical experts 
who examined Love’s brain dur- 
ing her autopsy. 

In more than four hours of 
complicated testimony involving 
autopsy photos and medical dia- 
grams, the two examiners told 
jurors that they found bruising in 


Love’s brain that was caused by 
“shear force.” 

They also found hemorrhaging, 
or bleeding, in parts of her brain 
that they said was probably not 
caused by rescue workers’ efforts to 
resuscitate Love, as defense attor- 
neys for Huguely have implied. 

Christine E. Fuller of Virginia 
Commonwealth University assist- 
ed with the state’s autopsy and 
testified Tuesday morning that 
the bruising on Love’s brain was 
caused by “blunt force trauma.” A 
medical examiner in 2010 deter- 
mined that blunt force trauma 
to the head caused Love’s death, 
although the conclusion had not 
yet been shared with jurors as of 
Tuesday afternoon. 



Huguely Love 


Fuller provided examples of 
movements that could cause such 
trauma: a fall from a great height, 
a car crash or a severe impact, such 
as a head hitting a wall or hitting 
the floor. 

Prosecutors have said an angry 
Huguely shook Love, 22, until her 
head banged against a wall, and 
left her bleeding. 

A roommate found her body 


May 3, 2010, facedown on her pil- 
low. Huguely, 24, of Chevy Chase, 
has pleaded not guilty to murder 
and five other charges. 

Like Huguely, Love was a senior 
at the University of Virginia and a 
lacrosse player. 

Defense attorneys have called 
Love’s death a tragic accident. In 
his videotaped police statement 
played in court, Huguely said he 
had shaken Love “a little bit” and 
“may have grabbed her a little bit 
around the neck.” 

But he said that he had not 
strangled her or hit her in the 
face and that he didn’t think she 
was badly hurt when he left her.

Their Time’s Up 

The shift has 
been a gradu- 
al one, starting 
around the late 1980s 
and early 1990s, when teams such 
as UNLV, Duke and Michigan won na- 
tional titles without dominating centers. 
Basketball, like any other sport, is one of 
mimicry, so when teams started winning 
with smaller, faster big men, the rest of 
the hoops world followed.

The Ohio State star isn’t the only 
one these days. 

Used to be that winning teams usu- 
ally had a dominating back-to-the-bas- 
ket big man. Get someone who could 
clog up the lane, score at the rim or 
draw attention to free up shooters on 
the perimeter, and a team was set. 

That’s not the case anymore. 

The big man, for one, isn’t as big as 
he once was, replaced by a new, sleeker 
model. He has more diverse skills, too, 
still able to back an opponent down, but 
also with an ability to turn and square 
to the basket for a mid-range jumper 
or a slash to the basket. 

Some have even expanded their 
range out to the 3-point arc, an almost 
unheard-of skill when players such 
as Georgetown’s Patrick Ewing and 
LSU’s Shaquille O’Neal roamed the 
college paint. 

The last true back-to-the-basket center 
in college basketball — at least a successful 
one — was Ohio State’s Greg Oden from 
2006 to 2007 and you’d have to search 
pretty hard to find many in the years 
before his brief stint in Columbus. 

Thanks to an emphasis on up-tem- 
po and motion offenses, not to men- 
tion the 3-point shot, college hoops’ 
big men have transformed, leaving 
the shell of their former behemoth 
selves behind. 

In other words, the 4 is the new 5. 

“There’s not as many big guys in 
college basketball,” Kansas coach 
Bill Self said. “Let’s just face it: Most 
big guys now are four-men that can 
play facing and do some things. I just 
don’t think there’s a ton of anchors out 
there that are legitimate five-men.”

West Virginia University announced 
Tuesday it has settied a lawsuit with 
the Big East for an unspecified 
amount, clearing the way for the 
conference power Mountaineers to 
join the Big 12 in July in time for 
the fall football season. 

Athletic Director Oliver Luck 
said the terms of the deal were 
confidential and WVU wouldn’t 
release details. But Luck said no 
state, taxpayer, tuition or other 
academic dollars will be used in 
the settlement. 

A person familiar with the agree- 
ment said the settlement totaled 
$20 million but did not know how 
much money would come from the 
university and how much the Big 12 


may contribute. The person spoke 
on condition of anonymity because 
financial terms were not announced 
with the agreement. 

Luck said the funding will 
come only from private sources 
and money that athletics raised 
independently. WVU has already 
paid half of the required $5 mil- 
lion exit fee. 

Luck said the new relationship 
puts WVU among peers that are 
also large, public, flagship institu- 
tions for their states and have strong 


academic and research programs. 
Athletically, it’s a “challenging and 
competitive” group, he said, popu- 
lated by schools with “tremendous 
legacies, passionate fan bases.” 

It’s also lucrative: Luck said 
WVU should get about $18 mil- 
lion to $19 million a year in televi- 
sion payouts, about double what it 
gets from the Big East. Payments 
are being prorated for the first three 
years at 50 percent, 67 percent 
and 87 percent, he said, reaching 
100 percent in the fourth year, (ap)

With a new retail space 
on F Street, LivingSocial 
aims to prove it's about 
more than just coupons

LivingSocial snapped up its latest deal 
for $3 million: the renovation of a his- 
toric Penn Quarter building where it 
will set up an experimental retail “expe- 
rience” space. 

After a dramatic remodeling of the 
six-story, 120-year-old building at 918 
F St. NW, the company will host small 
dinners by big-name chefs, intimate con- 
certs and other productions in an effort 
to carry it beyond its business model of 
online daily deals, which some critics 
say lacks long-term potential. 

There’s an industrial-grade kitchen 
for temporary “pop-up” restaurants. In a 
cooking classroom, high-definition mon- 
itors connected to motion-sensor cam- 
eras give an over-the-shoulder view of 
a chef at work. “Flex” rooms will host 
yoga classes and book lectures. 

The company — which has helped 
reinvent the concept of localized adver- 
tising — will draw upon its database of 
60 million subscribers to help steer peo- 
ple to the building and, if it succeeds, to 
similar clubhouses in other markets. 

“LivingSocial is trying to create a 
business model no one has ever seen 
before,” says Morris Fanner, a board 
member of the Software and Informa- 
tion Industry Association. “It’s really 
cool, but it’s not a slam dunk.” 

To combat the notion that it is just a 
“coupon” company, LivingSocial now 
refers to itself as a local commerce com- 
pany and talks about its daily-deals 



chairman Donald E. Graham. 

Doug Miller, LivingSocial’s senior 
vice president for new initiatives, says 
918 F will be exclusive and small, or what 
he calls “scarce experiential.” 

Take the dinner planned for Thurs- 
day’s opening: celebrity-chef Mike Isa- 
bella will be cooking a Mexican menu — 
a prelude to a restaurant he plans to open 
in Georgetown. Tickets cost $119. 

“The value of access is not about a dis- 
count,” says Miller, who likens Living- 
Social’s experiments to HBO’s creation 
of its own content. “We are going to cre- 
ate a menu with Mike Isabella that you 
are not going to get anywhere else. It’s 
about the value of that experience.” 

Scarce experiential is already working. 
The Isabella offer sold out in eight hours.

A Howling Turn 


Anne Rice’s Latest

Book Review 

Vampires, witches, demons, angels, 
Jesus and dybbuks — with “The 
Wolf Gift,” Anne Rice adds lycan- 
thropes to her bucket list of char- 
acters. Rice has never shied away 
from tackling Big Issues: After 
two books of a projected trilogy on 
“Christ the Lord,” her last two nov- 
els featured an assassin grappling 
with redemption. “The Wolf Gift” 
($25.95, Knopf), marks a return 
to form while still giving a nod to 
spiritual matters. This is a were- 
wolf novel in which the visionary 
Jesuit theologian Teilhard de Char- 
din is evoked so often that he nearly 
becomes a secondary character.

Just Like the Real Thing 


NetfLix and HuLu hope 
their shows evolve 
into must-stream TV 


Online 

Within just over a week, Netflix 
and Hulu have both debuted their 
first stabs at original scripted pro- 
gramming. 

The shows amount to a mile- 
stone in Internet television, an early 
sign of the leveling between broad- 
casting and streaming. Program- 
ming options between TV and the 
Web are increasingly separated by 
little more than the “video source” 
button on your remote. 

But the most salient thing about 
the new offerings from Netflix and 
Hulu are just how “TV” they are. 

Last week, Netflix released all 
eight episodes of “Lilyhammer,” a 
fish-out-of-water drama starring 
Steve Van Zandt (“The Sopranos”) 
as a New York mobster relocated 
to Norway. On Tuesday, Hulu pre- 
miered “Battleground,” a faux-doc- 
umentary sitcom about the young

operatives of a middling political 
campaign in Wisconsin. 

Each has a broadcast pedigree. 
“Lilyhammer” was produced for 


the Norwegian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (a lesser-known NBC) and 
began airing there in January. As a 
script, “Battleground” was initial- 
ly purchased by Fox (whose cor- 
porate parent. News Corp., is a co- 
owner of Hulu). 

That both “Battleground” and 
“Lilyhammer” look and feel so much 
like broadcast shows is a signal of 
their high quality (though “Lily- 
hammer” is notably better made) 
and their lack of innovation. These 
are ultimately just a couple of new 
shows among hundreds, but ones 
consumable through a new distri-
